is of vostly different make-up than
many of the lawless rufliang who have
been the forerunners of elvilization in
the new empire of the west, Wherever
be wewnt, whoever be was with, he

always carrigd’'{h his pocket & pockot-
bible and the pature of n steikingly
beautiful girl, When questioned about
them the oni® 'feply he would make
wig that thoy served to remind him
that ha should'dse nothing unbecoming
a man, a chrispine and an American.
The first tinw | went, west [T met Tom
Germnin, It wis in southwestern Kan-
85, when the 'eountry was “new and
woolly.” 1 was gineleen years old, and
was teaveling ssalesman for an eastern
firm, Ome night I was sitting quietly
in nsnloun, wilting for one of my cus-
tomors, whom [ had ngrecd to meot
there, when a gang of cowboys and
toughs from the famous bloody neutral
strip eame in. One burly ruflian point-
ed nrevolver ut me and ordered me to
''set 'em up or get daylight let through
me." 1 meekly “'set 'em up,’” and per-
hapt it was my rendiness in complying
that got me into difficulty, for no sooner
had they drained thoir glasses ot “forty
rod" than n revolver was ngain pointed
ut me, and I was ordered to dance. I
refused. I well knew that my refusal
would get me into serfous troubile, but I
preferred to goetinto trouble rather than
make aspactacle of mysell for the edifi-
cation of o few drunken, ignorant
brutes.

I tred to thauk Geroain for getting
mu lr.rul. of an ugly predicament, but he
sudd:

“Don’t thank me, young man; don't
thank me.  Ta‘stop ruffianism is one of
my missions in the west, and I am glad
that 1 have a good store of muscular
Christianity to draw on  when 1
neaed it.”

I found that he hnd just come to
town, and I persvtided him to go Lo my
hotel with mo, We remained wgether
for four duys,and became the best
of friends: but it was not till I met him
afterward in Dakota that the old man
told me the story of his lifo—a strange,
marvelous story of ndrenture, of hard-
ship, of sulfering. of border warfure and
Indian fighting and of love. Yes, this
hardy old fronticesman, with his griz-
zlea hair and the sears of many hard-
fought frontier buttles, had had his ro-
mance of love, and but for that romance
Tom Germain would not have been one
of the brave advance guard that has
paved the way for the glorious develop-
mentof the boundless west. Of this
part of his story alone will I tell,

In the early and golden days of lum-
beving in Michigan Henry Germain
was one of the richest, the haughtiest,
and proudest of all the *‘lumber
barons.” He was proud of his broad
acres of forest, of ]lliﬂ immense mills,
of his Catholie religion, and of his son
Tom, his only child, who was tosucceed
to his vast estate, omn wis sent enst to
be eduented, and at the age of twenty
returned to liis home to begin his busi-
ness life, His father owned all the
mills in the town where they lived,
with the exception of two lurge ones,
which were owned by a Protestant
Frenchman. This Frenchmnn was the
only ¢loud in old Henry Germain's life,
Hea hated him because he wasabusiness
competitor, and doubly hoted him be-
cause he wus o Protestant, Germain be-
ing an ultea bigot, and his hatred waos
returned with interest,

“*When Tom comes home fromschool,”
the old man would say to his wife, *his
education will help us to ruin that dog
Olbo,” and as soon as Tom came home
his father began to lay plans to bring
this end nbout.

Olbo, the hated Frenchman, besides
having two mills and adissenting creed,
had o very beautiful daughter, and it
was not long, despite the enmity of
their fathers, till she and Tom Germain
were sworn and plighted lovers. While
the two old men were overseeing their
mills and plotting each other’s ruin
Tom Germain and Muarie Olbo were
rowing n boat on some quiet inilet of the
lake, or reclining in some grassy dell in
the forest, telling to each other the
ever-wondrous, never-ending tale of
love. They were one time discoveread
thus by Tom’s father,and the paroxysm
of rage into which the old muan wus
thrown wos terrible. He raved, he
cursed his God apd his religion, he dis-
owned his son gnd forbade him ever to
enter his house again,and he would have
done the girl bodily harm in his mnd-
ness bad oot his son elasped him and
held him fust as'he would an angry
child, o

Muarie's father, who had leaurned of
the occurrence, was 08 unreasonably,
insanely angry ss old Germain had
been, and the two old men, meeting in
the street, engaged in a disgraceful
hand-to-hand lght over the matier,
wfter which Germain challenged Olbo
to n duel,

Tom Germuly 'determined to steal
Murie out of Agr futher’'s house that
night and fovever leave the soene of
thelr unbappiness, HBut Moarie had
been locked up’ and a guard had been
set, und when he ‘approached the house
he heard the merciless voice of old
Olbo say “Flee!™ suw the Qush of & rifle,
felt nstiogiong sensution in his side and
fell senseless, Marie, who had seen the
entire oceurrence [rom the room where
she was held a close prisoner, lost all
senso of feur in her distfction, and,
seizing n chair, broke out the window
und lenped mudly oot, The fuil wus
anough to maim, if not to kill, but for
wonder she was unhurt, and she ran o
where Tom lay bleeding and sensoless
on the grass, killed, as she thought, on
anocount of his love for her,

“Oh, Tom! Tom! Oh, my loverl my
darling! Oh, holy God, give him back
to me or let me die with him!" eried
the ngonized givl, caressing aud fond-
Hpg the still face of hor lover,

But they would not even let her be
with him, pow that they had shot ham,
for her futhor and his men wera coming
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house across the streot grim old Henry
Germain wns coming, with his white,
set face, to remove the hody of his son.
The crazed girl looked wildly about
her, imprinted a Iast kiss on the cold
lips of her lover, and, holding her
hands to heavemw, said: *‘Holy, merci-
ful God, forgive me for what I um about
to do; 1 give my life for Tom,” and with
the speed of o deer, she bounded away
toward the dark waters of the iake,
Tom wus not dead, and, restoratives
having been given him, he opened his
eyes and staggered to his feet in time
to see u sight that was burned {nto his
very brain, and has hounted him all
the daysof hislife, and made him a
wanderer in the wild and desert places
of the ea th,

Marie ran to the side of the lake,
sprang from the bank to a raft of logs,
rin across them, and threw hersell in
the water. Sie sunk, rose to the sur-
fnce twice, with her long, loose hair
flonting about her head, and then her
spirit took its flight, and down, down
her body sunk tothe bottom of Lake
Michigan. Tom tried to follow her,
but strong hands held him and carpeied
him away to his home, where for weeks
he lay tied down to his bed a raving
manine, with the upturned, sinking
fuco of his drowning love ever before
his eyes.

Death is o laggard when it would be
weleome, and it did not come to free the
soul of Tom Germain, Slowly sanity
returned to him, slowly he got well,
slowly his dazed mind comprehended
all the changis that had been wrought
for him: and he took his father’s hand,
und said, I forgive you;prayGodjthat he
ulso does,"” and took up the weary bur-
den of life agnin. He went to the west;
he roamed for vears where the voice of
the white man was seldom heard; he
was ever the friend of the poor, the
enemy of lawlessness, and a man whose
worth tothe new civilization which he
helped to form will never be sot down
in books.

He is an old man now; the hoar frost
of many passing years is left vpon his
hair; his sturdy old Irame bears many
senrs which are testimonials of his
bravery. and he is longing and waiting
for the time when the welcome coming
of the dark angel will free him from
his burden of life and let him join his
Marie in o better world than this.
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
